WEATHER HARD ON ENGINES 


Engineers Have to Fight to Keep 
Engines Going. 
The cold of the 
past 
few days 
has been particularly bard on engin­ 
eers, who have to fight to keep their 
engines going. 
The principal diffi­ 
culty lies in the fact th at the journals 
are so cold th a t oil will not lubricate 
them, and it is almost like pouring 
melted lead on them instead of oil— 
it hardens instantly when it comes in 
contact 
with the cold steel, thus 
leaving the journalsdry. 
An engineer 
will bring his oiler out of the warm 
cab and string a stream of oil along 
the piston rod and at the first stroke 
it falls off on the ground like so much 
tallow. Tbus it is th a t journals run 
hot during the coldest weather. 
From 
this reason and ivarious other little 
defects 
caused by 
extrem e 
cold 
weather, the tonnage of the loco­ 
motives is very much reduced and the 
engineers probably feel the cold more 
than any other class of railroad men. 


Miser Died, Leaves Much Wealth. 
Working at odd jobs, pinching every 
penny and accepting charity—even to 
the cast off clothing—of neighbors 
supposed to be better off than himself, 
Daniel Mabauna, 71 
years old, of 
Batavia, 111., died richer than many 
of those who had taken pity on him.

“ While I do not know ex actly what 
it is that y ou wish me to do, I can 
say in adv ance that, so far as in me 
lies, all will be done to cooperate with 
y ou toward the end y ou hav e in v iew.

“It goes withou t say ing that for the 
race, as for the indiv idu al, no ma­ 
terial prosperity , no bu siness growth, 
no artistic or scientific dev elopment, 
will cou nt, if the race commits su i­ 
cide.

The lieu tenant gov ernor took the j 
position that he wou ld rather tru st toi 
the will of the people than the wishes 
of the 
party bosses, whlie Ju dge 
Carter held that a direct primary 
wou ld giv e the newspapers too mu ch 
influ ence in the naming of party cand­ 
idates. 


TO END BObSISM. 
“Objections are made to nomina­ 
tions by the direct primary ,” said Mr. 
Sherman, “on the grou nd that the 
su ccessfu l candidate might 
be 
a 
plu rality nominee. 
Did y ou ev er stop 
to think-that in thesober gov ernment 
of affairs plu ralities elect ou r pu blic 
officials? If that be tru e, and it is, I 
fail to see any inherent defect in that 
plan. 
I ’d rather hav e a plu rality 
nomination by the people of my party 
than a majority nomination by the 
bosses of my party . If this be heresy 
I am willing to let y ou make the most 
of it.” 
Ju dge Carter read letters from a 
correspondent iu Minneapolis declar­ 
ing that the direct primary law is 
destru ctiv e of political parties; that it 
transfers the power of making nomina­ 
tions from the party bosses to the 
newspapers. 
“In Chicago,” said Ju dge Carter, 
“ we elect something like 200 con­ 
stables. IIow are we going to know 
abou t these men u nless we go to 
the newspapers for ou r information? 
I am not in fav or of pu tting into their 
hands the great City of Chicago any 
more than I wou ld be in fav or of pu t­ 
ting power into the hands of one 
man.”

Songs of birds and the trills of the 
food ami tree frog fraternity are about 
the only musical sounds in nature that 
are throat utterances or true songs. 
The great host of insect musicians are 
performers upon instruments. 
I hough 
they play upon fiddles and castanets 
tha t are a 
part of themselves, the 
sounds they pro 
<v ¡re truly instru­ 
mental. The winged musicians are com- 
moniy of two kinds 
those that use 
their wings as instruments and those 
that do not. Of the la tter are the ci­ 
cadas or harvest flies, incorrectly ca ll­ 
ed locusts. 
These perform upon ab­ 
dominal plates like castanets. The true 
wing performers are the crickets and 
long horned grasshoppers, or true lo­ 
custs. of which *he katydid is a charac­ 
teristic representative. Those follows— 
for it is always the males, the sports 
and lovers of the insect world—perform 
serenades by the hour on what might 
be called living fiddles. 
Most insects ( 
are devoid of hearing. The locusts and j 
crickets possess acut»* hearing. 
Their j 
courtship is carried on entirely through j 
the medium of their oerenades. 
The 
maies remain in one spot playing upon 
their instruments. 
The females, un­ 
doubtedly attracted by t e e songs, J 
seek the players with untiring energy. 
Most rem arkable is the character 
the sounds produced in rel 
instruments played upon, 
strurm nts seem much too Him y to pro- j 
duce metallic and fa r reaching sounds, j 
The sound producing portion of the 
wings Is unlike the musical instru- j 
meuts of man. 
Hut the tightened, j 
parchment-like sounding board and the j 
manner in which the wings are scraped 
together 
correspond 
somewhat to 
a ; 
stringed instrument. 
With the crick- 
ets proper the wings are raised alm ost ! 
or quite vertically while stridulating. j 
W ith the locusts the sound producing j 
organs are elevated, so as to permit a 
scraping motion. 
Always the musical organs are’ a t­ 
tached to the fore wings. 
The hind 
wings are used only for flying. 
The 
fore wings of the cricket are for the 
most part taken up by the sound pro­ 
ducing, tightly stretched portion. 
This 
part is strongly but openly veined, and 
the toothed vein or bow' extends en­ 
tirely across this horizontal portion 
near its base. 
The roughened edge, 
where the toothed bow scrapes, is upon 
the inner margin. 
The right and left 
fore wings are precisely alike, so tha t 
either may be used for the bow or the 
fiddle.—Chicago Ngavs.
